CURRENT ILLNESS: 

AT AGE 69 , WITH SOMEWHAT LIMITED REPORTING/ THERE ARE NO KNOWN 
SIGNIFICANT MEDICAL PROBLEMS WHICH SHOULD LIMIT HIS CAPACITY TO 
GOVERN. HE HAS APPEARED TO BE UNDER STRESS AS THE REACTION TO HIS 
ALLEGED INVOLVEMENT IN WAR CRIMES WAXES AND WANES. 



MEDICAL HISTORY: 

THERE ARE REPORTS OF A HEART CONDITION IN THE 1960'S AND EARLY
